"Murderer Lodged in 


Jail at Greenfield.

GREENFIELD, Mo., Oct. 15.— 

Yielding to the request of Sheriff 

Horner of Springfield, who feared 

a lynching there, Sheriff Woods 

of Texas County, brought Joseph 

Hamilton from Springfield to this 

city today and lodged him in jail. 

Sheriff Woods was persuaded to 
leave Springfield with Hamilton 
at Horner’s request, the latter 
saying that the people there were 
very excitable and he#wished to 
avoid trouble.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Oct. 15.—Sheriff 
Woods of Texas County at the head of 
twenty deputies, heavily armed, safely 
landed his prisoner, Joseph Hamilton, 
self-confessed slayer of the Parsons 
family at Licking, Mo., at Cabool] after 
@ thrilling night's ride of twenty-five 
miles across the Ozark Nountains, frus- 
trating the efforts of a mob which had 
gathered to l¥nch the murderer. 

At Cabool the Sheriff placed his pris- 
oner on the Kansas City Limited, No. 

. 86,. bound for Memphis, and brought 
him tod Springfield, 

Fearing an outbreak in this city, where 
the story of the crime had become 
known, Sheriff Wood and his deputies 
took the prisoner off the car on the 
side away from the station platform 
and spirited hinmrto a carriage which had 
been driven up into the rear yards. 
Hamilton was driven in a roundabout 
way to the jall and lodged in a cell ae 
4:45 o'clock this morning. 

Although Sheriff Horner denies that 
the murderer is here and the office of 
the jail shows no unusual appearance 
and no extra guards are in sight, the 
Sheriff will not allow anyone in the cell- 
house. His reticence is believed due to 
an effort’‘to prevent the mob at Hous- 
ton from learning’ where the prisoner 
is secreted, as it is feared it mizht 
come to Springfield and a repetition of 
recent disorders take place.

SHERIFF FLEES WITH 
PRISONER; FOILS MOB. 


HOUSTON, Mo., Oct. 15.—To prevent 
@ mob from lynching Joseph Hamilton, 
the 20-year-old youth who confessed tha+ 
he murdcred Carney Parsons, a Texas 
County farmer, his wife and three chil- 
dren, the Sheriff and a posse of depu- 
ties last night smuggled Hamilton from 
the County Jail and fled with him across 
the Ozark Mountains to the jail at 
Springfield. 

One report stated that the posse and 
prisoner had driven to Cabool, the near- 
‘@st railway stution, 2% miles from here, 
and had gone to Springfield, where the 
prisoner was placed in jail for safekeep- 
ing. A telephone message from Spring- 
field states that the county officials 
deny receiving Hamilton and know 
nothing of the arrival of the posse and 
prisoner in that city. 

Houston is thronged with friends and 
neighbors of the Parsons family, 
from Licking and vicinity, where 
the quintriple murder occurred. 
They came on horseback or drove to 
this, the county seat, upon learning of 
Hamilton's confession, and a lynching 
seemed imminent. All the mob neede 
Was a leader. 

The sheriff took prompt steps to foil 
the mob. Twenty deputies were sworn 
in yesterday afternoon and they pa- 
trolled the yard about the jail, a struc- 
ture none too strong. 

The crowd grew stronger and the in- 
tention of lynching the prisoner more 
apparent as nightfall approached. 

Hastily the county officials decided on 
a ruse. Hamilton was smuggled out of 
jail and driven away in charge of sev- 
eral deputies, heavily armed. 

When it became known that the pris- 
oner. had been spirited away, it was 
given out that he bad been taken yo 
Springtield in hopes that the excite- 
ment would be allayed and Hazrnilton 

uld be brought back here after being 
‘pecreted a few days in some safe re- 
treat in the mountains.

They 
forced the door of the bath room 
open with an iron poker, thus gain- 
ing entrance to the corridor. They 
were joined there by Payne and 
through the small opening got into 
the Jai! yard. Their escape was dis- 
covered a few minutes later and a 
posse formed. 

James Beatty, a former policeman, 
saw the men leave the Sturges lum- 
ber yard at 10:30 o’clock. Not know- 
ing of the Jail delivery he made no

Judge Wofford had just sentenced stx 
prisoners to terms in the Penitentiary 
“red Chapman, convicted of burglary 
and grand larceny and given three years 
by the jury. was the first to stand up.

“Chapman, I hate to send you to the 
Penitentiary. Since I have been here in 
this court I have fallen into the habit 
of getting on the side of the under dog 
T can't help it. My sympathies are al- 
ways with the under dog, and I actually 
have to restrain myself from climbing 
down off this bench and helping him out 
when I see him floundering around down 
there and the rest of them jumping on 
him-and flaying the life out of him.

Yes, sir, 
I'm on poor old Rockefeller's side. I 
feel sorry for the poor old fellow. He's 
got my sympathy because he’s le 
under dog.

The murderer had 24 hours in which 
to escape before the crime was discov - 
ered, but made no effort to do so un- 
til a fishing party found two bodies 
floating just above Ber:der’s dam Satur- 
day noon. 

The bodies were those of the two old- 
est, Parsons children, and investigation 
shoved that they had met their death 
by foul play and not by drowning. 

Early in the afternoon the _ bodies of 
the father and mother were found, the 
features of both being almost unrecog- 
nizable from the wounds and the ac- 
tion of the water. The county officers 
at Houston were immediately notified 
of the finding of the four bodies, and 
the congplete evidence that the entire 
family had been brutally murdered and 
an attempt made to hide the bodies. 


Slayer Captured. 


Hamilton was captured at Simons- 


town by Deputy Sheriff John Upton, ex- 
Sheriff J. W. Cantrell and Bob Will- 
iams, a liveryman, all of Houston, while 
making his way toward the railroad. 

Hamilton was at chureh with his 
sweetheart when he learned that Judge 
W. L. Hitt and Clark Dooley had found 
the two bodies above the Platter’s Mill 
Dam while fishing, and he hastily bade 
her good-by and started for Houston. 
He rode into the town on one of Par- 
son’s mules and hired a rig to drive 
to Cabool. the nearest railroad station. 
Someone recognized the mule Hamilton 
had ridden and a posse started after 
him. He was captured at Simonstown 
and on the way back w che jail, made 
a partial confession. 

Acording to his statement, Hamilton 
traded some harness and a saddle which 
did not belong to him-to Parsons for a 
horse. Later, fearing he would get into 
trouble, he started for the Parsons 
home to see Parsons. On the road he 
met Parsons and his family in a spring 
wagon. 

The meeting: place was a gloomy spot 
on the road where it ran through heavy 
timbers and with hills on either side. 
The travelers were suddenly confronted 
by Hamilton, according to his own 
story, armed with a double barrel shot- 
gun. Without a word of warning, he 
leveled the gun at the head of Parsons 
and fired both barrels. Then he ad- 
vanced to the wagon and beat Parsons 
over the head with the butt of the gun, 
the wounded man having fallen from the 
wagon seat. 

The family of the dead man, too ter- 
rified to move at first. sat horror-strick- 
en in the wagon. Hamilton then ad- 
vanced upon the woman and pulling her 
from the wagon hushed her cries by 
clubbing her to death. Next he clubbed 
the life out of the three little children, 
whose terrified cries for help were only 
answered by the echo of the woods and 
hills. 

Hamilton 
bodies together, 


gathered the 
loaded them in the 
waron and drove it to a secluded 
place. He tethered one mule 
and, iInounting the other, rode 
Cantrell’s school house, where he 
tended a religious meeting and 
his sweetheart. 

After the services were concluded, 
Hamilton returned to the scene of the 
crime, hitched the mules to the wagon 
and drove with its ghastly freight to 
the Big Piney River, a mile away. 
The road wound among the hills and 
trees, and there was not a solitary 
house between the place where the 
crime occurred and the stream. The 
drive was soon made and the bodies 
of all five of the victims were dumped 
into the river, no attempt being made 
to Weight them they would sink 
out of sight. 

His task completed, Hamilton again 
rot into the wagon and drove away. 
The wagon he hid in the brush.

First-Class Man on Duty at 
Annapolis Reported Case— 
Investigation On. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch, 

ANNAPOLIS, Md., Oct. 14.—Notwith- 
Standing the severe lessons of last win- 
ter, when a dozen or more midshipmen 
were dismissed for hazing and the mat- 
ter was made the subject of a congres- 
stonal investigation, it appears that haz- 
ing is not yet quite at an end at the 
United States Naval Academy and with- 
in the past week a board of officers has 
been making quiet inquiry into the 
matter, and one midshipman, Robert P. 
Guiler Jr. of Calais, O., has been put 
under arrest, charged with hazing God- 
frey De C. Chevalier, a fourth-class man 
appointed from Massassachnusetts. 

Guiler is a third-class man. Hie of- 


A as e a ig ay,

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fense is said to have been rather light 
in its actual character, but the present 
attitude of the authorities is that any 
case of hazing is to be dealt with severe- 
ly It is understood that Guller entered 
the lower-class man’s room and asked 
him his name, which was told him. He 
responded by giving him a nickname 
and telling him that would be his name 
in the future. It is understood that a 
firstclass man who was on duty over- 
heard: the conversation and made the re- 


port. 

This indicates how far the feeling on 
the subject has improved, as in former 
years first-class men would not report 
hazing. Now, however, it is regarded as 
a matter of honor and the first class is 
sincerely helping the authorities to sup- 
press the practice. 

The whole affair is being kept very 
secret and the details are not clear on 
every point. One report is that Guller 
has been punished by the assignment of 
demerits and another is that his case is 
sti'l being considered and that Superin- 
tendent Sands has given him his option 
of having his case taken up by him or 
asking for a courtmartial, as he is priv- 
ileged under the recently passed law. 

Board Investigating. 

A board of officers. of whican Lieuter- 
ant-Commander C. B. McVay Jr. is 
president, has met on several days dur- 
ing the past week for the purpose 
looking into the general subject. Three 
fourth-class men from each of the four 
divisions have been before it, but the 
proceedings are carefuily guarded, the 
witnesses being cautioned to have no 
conversation in regard to the subject 
with anyone. It is not known what has 
been brought out, but while there may 
be isolated cases of hazing, it is certain 
that it dees not exist in anything like 
the form it did in the beginning of last 
rear. 

* The sincere efforts of the members of 
the first class to bring about tts aboli- 
tion render the continuance of hazing 
altogether unlikely. Admiral James H. 
Sands, superintendent of the Naval 
Academy, said that the work of the 
board of investigation had thoroughly 
covered the subject of hazing since the 
reo;ening of the academy. He expres.ed 
himself that Guiler’s case is the only 
one which has occurred since the open- 
ing of the seholastic year. The only 
other incident which had a sembiance 
to hazing was connected with a mid- 
shipman who had resigned and whose 
resignation has been accepted. The

Wall Street was quick to appreciate 
the astuteness of the scheme whereby 
the stock control of the Manhattan Oil 
Co. was placed with an obscure English 
holding company. As Wall Street sees 
it, such an arrangement would effectual- 
ly bury the link cennecting an Ameri- 
can trust seeking to demolish competi- 
ters with the subsidiary concern through 
which it was‘attaining that end. 

It was apparently the intention in Ohio 
to prove that ownership of the Man- 
hattan Oil Co., which was paying one 
price for oil in non-competitive territory 
and another and higher price in competi- 
tive fields, although selling the oil se- 
cured in ,this latter territory to the 
Standard at a loss of 5 cents a barrel, 
was lodged with the Standard Oil Co. 
Acknowledgment of control over a cor- 
poration indulging in such tactics would 
smack of conspiracy and bring into view 
criminal proceedings.

A dispatch to the Times from Wash- 
ington says: 

iter oes of study of the new sit- 
uation arising from the fact that sub- 
sidiary companies of the Standard Oil 
Co. are now controlled by foreign hold- 
ing companies, President Roosevelt, At- 
torney-General Moody and his assist- 
ants of the Department of Justice are 
of the opinion that the ruse will avail 
nothing. 

Roeeated conferences at the depart- 
ment and at the White House have 
been held since the latest move on the 
part of the Standard to gain immunity 
from State and Federal prosecution and: 
legislative and Congressional interfer- 
ence. It is said that in addition to the 
Attorney General, Mr. Root, Mr. Bona- 
parte, and other noted lawyers of the 
President's official family, Senator 
Knox, predecessor of Mr. Moody in the 
Department of Justice, was also asked 
to ald in grappling with the problem. 
The President was greatly concerned 
not only because of the possible escape 
of the Standard Co., but for fear that 
the .practice now known to have been 
adopted by that corporation should be- 
come general. among other corporations, 
which it is the hope of the President to 
reach. 

The successful prosecution of the 
Fertilizer Trust has forced the prece- 
dent by which the department will 
meet the legal situation arising from 
the possibility of attacking a trust a 
majority of the stock of which is 
held by a regularly incorporated for- 
eign holding company. These prose- 
cutions which centered in Virginia 
were aimed at a corporation which 
had headquarters in Canada. The De- 
partment of Justice in that instance 
ignored the parent corporation and 
secured the indictment of such of its 
officers as were employed in con- 
ducting the business within the ter- 
ritory of the United States. The les- 
son of that prosecuion, applicable to 
the present. situation, is that indi- 
viduals and not the corporations must 
be assailed. 

Still method of foiling trusts that 
may adopt the Standard’s policy is 
said to have been agreed upon. It 
will carry the injunction into a new 
field, for it is said to be the purpose 
of the department, in case of need, to 
enjoin the payments of dividends. 
These, it is apprehended, will in ev- 
ery case be earned within the bound- 
aries of this country and be paid to 
the foreign holding companies 
through the American offices direct- 
ing the actual conduct of the busi- 
ness. The Government's legal lights 
are said to be convinced that litiga- 
tion could be successfully conducted 
with the aid of an injunction prevent- 
ing funds being placed to the credit 
of the holding company across. the 
ocean with the ultimate effect that 
such foreign holding companies would 
necessarily be abandoned. 

By a simultaneous war on individ- 
uals rather than corporations, and by 
a policy of suspending dividend pay- 
ments through injunction § proceed- 
ings, the Administration believes that 
despite a ruse that promised to pre- 
sent enormous _ difficulties, the law 
officers will be enabled to continue 
successfullv the policy of trust prose- 
cution where evidence of illegal ac- 
tivity in restraint of rade and com- 
petilion can be obtained. 

Hard Blow on Roosevelt. 

The adoption of the policy of prosecut- 
ing individuals rather than corporations 
would involve a right-abiut-face on the 
part of the President. His decision in 
the case of the Santa Fe rebate case 
that ocorpurations, rather than individ- 
uals, should be prosecuted proves’. to 
have been a boomerang of embarrassing 
proportions, since that attitude will have 
to be abandoned when it becomes nec- 
essary to adopt the new policy of ‘‘trust 
busting.’’ Already in the Ohio case the 
President's decision has handicapped the 
prosccution and has permitted the es- 
cupe of John D. Rockefeller. Neverthe- 
less it continues to be the controlling 
principle in the activity of the Depart- 
ment of Justice against the trusts, and 
evidence to pass muster there must in- 
volve corporations as such, rather than 
individuals, before it receives serious 
treatment. The escape of Rockefeller

Both men, rated among. the 
most brilliant lawyers of the coun- 
try, broke with the President and At- 
torney-General Moody, and left the 
Department of Justice when they 
were prevented from instituting pro- 
ceedings in contempt against the of- 
ficials of the railroad. 

Paul Morton was at that time a 
member of President Roosevelt's Cab- 
inet.

York, founder of the Ethical Society, delivered an address Sunday in which he 
attacked what he described as the sordid baseness and contemptfble saliapmiciias 
in commercial and financial life. He compared modern business men to the

investigation disclosed the startling fact that financiers had been engaged in 
the nefarious business of robbing the dying man of his deathbed hens | 


Prof. Adler had been selected to open 
the twenty-first season of the Ethical 
Society. . His subject was ‘“‘The Moral 
Crisis in the Life of the American 
People.’ 2 

After quoting from a recent English 
book in which the author declared that 
Americans write books, but have no lit- 
erature; paint pictures, but have no art; 
marry and have children, but do not 
love, sentiments which he partially in- 
dorsed, Prof. Adler launched into a dis- 
cussion of our modern characteristic 
ideas and tendencies. He said that we 
are living at a terrific pace, and that 
the automobile had been described as 
typical of our civilization. The Ameri- 
can people, he said, enjoyed being car- 
ried along at a mile-a-minute speed, but 
in their recklessness they had neglected 
many things that go to make a perfect 


He said- the American people are too 
prone to satisfy themselves by the elec- 
tion of an honest man to an official po- 
sition, and then pay no more attention 


‘to him, leaving him at the mercy of the 


System, which Prof. Adler said, was the 


, Source of our real political troubles. 


Privileges Used to Crush. 
‘YT noticed not long ago that a Western 





railroad was cited before the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for denying a 
competitive coal corseration the use oft 
a spur track,” he said. “Here is the 
example of a railroad company using its 
public franchise to crush a competitor—* 
of using its privileges antagonistic to 
the public interests. This is but one 
example of the sordid baseness and con- 


gotten as the years roll on. 

“A recent report of the Department of 
Agriculture contains the information 
‘that two-thirds of our food products are 
adulterated.

“The exposure of this ghastiiness and 
meanness in our character shows that 
the system of privilege is at the root of 
the trouble and that the remedy wil! be 
found when we make our social obliga- 
tines once more srworeme.” 

Prof. Adler said that the majority of 
men do not see that there is a moral

Every dollar of money not used by the 
insurance companies to increase the 
value of the policies is the betrayal of 
the deathbed hope. 

“This is but the same principle as 
that of the New York policy king who 
amassed a great fortune of $8,000,000 
Playing loaded dice against the pennies 
of the poor in the tenement districts. 
He died and left the fortune to his chil- 
dren. Somehow or other the filthy origin 
of these great fortunes seems to be for- 


of our civilization. These great ques- 
tions cannot be settled by such cheap 
bombast as ‘to the laborer belongs the 
fruit of his labor.’ What we must do 
is to do better the things we know to 
be right, but we need power to see the 
things that are right.’

How to prove contempt puzzles the 
lawyers, unless it be by summoning 
Witnesses before the Court or taking 
testimony before a commissioner. The 
taking of oral testimony by the Su- 
preme Court would be unique, and as 
contermpt is a question of fact rather 
than of law, testimony must be sub- 
Initted in some way. In this particular. 
case the Supreme Cecurt is the court 
of original jurisdiction. In the early 
days of the republic there were jury 
trials before the Supreme Court. 

The feeling in the South growing out’ 
of the contempt proceeding is said to 
be bitter. Already two.of the men, 
charged with contempt have filed af-. 
fidavits to show they were not in Chat- ' 
tanooga at the time of the lynching. 
Two others are said to have filed af- 
fidavits that they were not in the vi- 
cinity.

What the country needs 1s 
a currency elastic enough prevent 
emergencies and stringencies. 

‘I'nder the present system, the vol- 
ume of currency remains almost the 
same throughout the year. It has very 
littie ‘expending or contracting power. 
Under the present system, every na- 
tional banknote is secured by a deposit 
of bonds. One can readily see that these 
conditions make a fixed volume of cur- 
reiicy. There are seasons of the year, 
in the crop moving period of the fall for 
instance, when a much larger volume of 
currency is needed than at other times. 
There is a big demand for money for 
crop moving, and very little reserve cur- 
rency to meet it. This creates a strin- 

gency which ought to be avoided. 
Depositors Need Privilege. 

“Give the national banks the power 
to issue an uncovered currency, at some 
fixed percentage of their capital, to be 
circulated when needed in addition to 
the bond-secured currency and promptly 
redeem when the demand ceases, and 
the big problem that confronts the 
financiers of the country will have been 
solved. This will give the currency 
ao enough. to make it effect- 

ve. 

“The banks themselves don't need 
these privileges, but their customers do. 
The customers should be given their 
choice of taking away these specially is- 
sued bank notes or placing them to their 
credit in the bank. There should be no 
difference between a bank note credit 
and a bank deposit credit. 

“Under this plan the composite result

WILL TRY TO FREF 


BODY OF POLITICS. 


: When a handful of bankers gathered 
in & parlor of a Saratoga hotel in 1874, 
the vear after the disastrous panic, to 
consider the formation of a national 
body, there was scarcely enough inter- 
est felt in the affair,to keep the organ!- 
zation alive a year. “For a decade there- 
after the association continued a per- 
functory sort of existence, with rather 
indifferent meetings and irregular at- 
tendance, 
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come much of a force in banking affairs 
until 1883, when ex-Secret.ry Gage, who 
was then vice-president of the First 
National Bank of Chicago, was pre- 
vailed upon to take the presidency. 

It took 14 years 
to bring the organization’s efficiency to 
the point where the late Jos. C. Hen- 
drix, then! president of the old Nationa) 
Union Bank of New York, since merged 
with the National Bank of Commerce, 
was able to give it real force at the At- 
lanta convention. Mr. Hendrix extend- 
ed its activities, put Zeal into the com- 
mittees and made an appeal to the 
banking fraternity to attend the meet- 
ings and promote the association's 
growth. To Mr. Hendrix is undoubtedly 
due much of the credit for upbuilding 
the organization at a very critical pe- 
ried of its history 

Since 1897 the growth has been rapid, 
until today the membership takes

Says Public Can Expect From

‘Says Democrats Have Named 
Men Whose Records Don’t

The main argument of the Republican 
campaign in St. Louis was outlined by 
Secretary McCoy of the State Commit- 
tee at a meeting Sunday night under the 
auspices of the Sixteenth Ward Repube- 
lican Club at Stolle’s Hall, Thirteenth 
and Biddle streets. 

‘The issue in St. Louis,’’ said McCoy, 
“is not the reign of the bosses, but the 
reign of Hawes. If the Republican 
bosses named the Republican ticket Loey 
at least did a good job. They have not 
nominated disreputable candidates for 
the Legislature. They have not insulted 
the voters by. asking them to send to 
the highest lawmaking tribunal in the 
State confessed lawbreakers. 

“Tf the Republican bosses smell of 
Ziegenheinism, the Democratic ticket 
reeks with Hawes. If the sins of Zieg- 
enheinism were misdemeanors, and if, 
as Gov. Folk says, a boodler is neither 
a Democrat nor a Republican, but a 
criminal, then the brutalities and the 
frauds perpetrated in St. Louis under 
the police and elections laws are felonies 
for which no punishment is too severe.”’ 

In the large audience that heard Mc- 
Coy were about 500 Polish voters. Many 
of them enrolled as members of the club 
at the conclusion of his address. 

McCoy referred briefly to State and 
National issues, but confined his address 
chiefly to the St. Louis situation. 

State Officials Praised.

Ten Thousand Saw Spectacular 
Beginning of Interna- 
tional Contest. 


ONE CAUGHT ON WIRES

Says He Must Have Been Crazy 
When He Suggested Peni- 
tentiary Term. 


BERLIN, Oct. 15.—4:15 p. m.—Twelve 
of the 17 balloons which started from 
Tegel, near here, yesterday in a gale 
for the Emperor William's Cup, had 
not landed when this dispatch was filed, 
so far as known at the Berlin Air Navi- 
gation Society office, but most of them 
were reported by messages dropped into 
towns which the balloons had passed 
over, and telegraphed to Berlin, to be 
in Eastern Germany or Bohemia, 

The five balloons which have landed 
are the Raium, Belgian Aero Club, 
Adhemar de Lahault, near Luebben, #@ 
miles in an air line from Tegal; the 
Pommern, Berlin Air Navigation Socie- 
ty, Baron von Hewald, near Kiattau, 
Bohemia, 10 miles from the starting 
point; the Duesselodrf, the largest com- 
petitor, 2400 cubic meters, lower Rhine 
Airship Club, Lieut. Benecke, nea? 
Prague, 1% miles; the Ernst, the smalli+ 
est of the balloons, 680 cubic meters, 
Berlin Air Navigation Society, near 
Brieg, 200 miles, and the Bekold, Berlis 
Air Navigation Society, Capt. von Koul- 
er, nead Plauen; 50 miles. 

Seventeen balloons were all started at 
five-minute intervals six miles north of 
Berlin. 

The adjacent fields were crowded with 
thousands of automobiles and carriages, 
and fully 100,00 persons assembled te 
see the race. The starters were officers 
of the army ‘balloon corps. - The bal- 
loons themselves were cast Off by nom- 
commissioned officers.

Count all these cities. There are 38 in the United

SAM LEWIS’ SAVINGS. 

Sam Lewis, the famous London money lender, used 
_to speak jocularly of himself as lending to the Lord 
and giving, to the poor, At any rate, the death of 
his widow, the one-time actress, Fanny Ward, re- 
leases for charitable purposes the large fortune which 
he accumulated by shaving the notes of English 
noble spendthrifts. It was a business from which 
he derived more profit than praise during his life- 
time. Aristocrats who were glad to borrow his 
money, cursed him for a usurer. 

The world generally looks with disfavor on its 
Lewises, yet in this one case the usurer, whatever 
his gains and his victims’ losses, performs a great 
public service. If the end justified the means he 
would need no other excuse, although his practices 
were sharp and his terms cruel. Even if his money 
is tainted, it is to go into hospital buildings for the 
poor. 

Many of our American philanthropists seek re- 
apectability and cozy conscience in the same way. 
Possibly it helped in Lewis’ mind to reason that if 
he stripped the profligate and. inefficient sons of 
titled fathers, the,really needy ones would benefit

PUBLIC PLAYGROUNDS. 


. The recent purchase by a corporation of the play- 
ground of the St. Louis Playgrounds Association at 
Broadway and La Salle street is another evidence 
of the ‘importance of securing early action in the 


establishment of permanent parks and playgrounds _ 


in the downtown districts. One year ago the Ashley 
Playground had to be abandoned because that prop- 
erty had been purchased by one of the railroads. 
‘There are no vacant lots in either the Ashley or La 
Salle districts, and yet both of these neighborhoods 
are among the most densely crowded jin the city. 
There is an average population of about 200 per- 
sons to a: city block in the surrounding district. 
There is no place where playgrounds are more need- 
ed, The records show that sickness anid mortality 
among children are unusually high in both places. 
While these playgrounds were in operation the po- 
lve have reporte! that juvenile disturhance = and 
ccbre woe large v Ciminished or altogether disap- 
pened, The p.ayground movement cannot properly 
le conducted permanentiy by private enterprise. If 
it had been possible for the city four years ago to 
purchase the two sites that have been abandoned 





their territory in spite of great obstacles. 


The fact is that the St. Louis business man is an 
irrepressible. He was trained in a severe school; 


and bridge arbitraries, discriminative freight rates 
and anything else from head winds to high water 
are all powerless to defeat him. He always did do 


business, and no one has ever been able to place 
before him an obstacle he found insuperable. 

Charles F. Lummis, the historian of the Southwest. 
recalls that St. Louis controlled the trade of Santa 
Fe in early days when a tariff higher than any- 
thing Uncle Joe Cannon and all the other stand- 
patters ever dreamed of was imposed upon her. Mr. 
Lummis says the Spaniards collected $500 for every 
St. Louis wagon upon its arrival at Santa Fe, re- 
gardless of the value of the load; but in spite of such 
a handicap, the great wagons rolled over the plains, 
the bullwhackers swere frightfully out where _ it 
didn’t hurt any, and the trader came back with more 
money than the opposing forces could take away 
from him. The St. Louis business man always could 
get back with more than they could take away from 
him.

_ As president of the West St. Louis Water and 
Light Co., Mr. J. H. Bothwell is reported as testify- 
ing that if the city is to continue supplying water 
to county consumers his company “might as well go 
into bankruptcy.” 

On its tace this would make it appear that pub- 
lic competition by the St. Louis municipality is be- 
ing brought to bear to crush private enterprise. 

In fact the city was supplying water to people 
just over the tine before the county company was 
organized. The demand of the county company is 
that these paying customers of the city waterworks 
shall be cut off so that it can establish a county 
monopoly. 

This is something wholly different from municipal 
competition with private enterprise. It would make 
the city an accomplice in establishing a private mo- 
nopoly at the expense of breaking faith with those 
who began buying water and paying the city for it, 
in good faith, at a fair price. 

The question involves something more than the

It's 
her love for her little half-breed son, the sor also of Jim Carston, and her 
poignant mother-grief toward the close of the story, when the son must needs 
be sent to England and trained as befits a British nobleman—love and grief 
that is expressed {n pantomime and that grips the hearts of its beholders with 
the surest emotional appeal. Tears flowed from many women's eyes last 
night, handkerchiefs were in strong demand, and I heard one man near me 
gulping worse than a schoolboy bolting his juncheon in mad hurry to get on 
the playground. It isn’t open to question, this hit made by Miss Rosabel Mor- 
rison as Nat-}’-Rich—and when, as her 80n is taken from her and, from the 
wings, is heard the suloidal shot that ends her pitiful life, followed the next 
moment by her Indian father’s entramce on the stage bearing her dead body 
in his arms, Nat-U-Rich then and ther® becomes a dramatic creation so mem- 
orable as to overshadow all else in KqWin Milton's excellent melodrama. 

Nor is this fact at al] derogatory to the work of Mr. William Faversham 
in the star role of Jim Carston. nor to the very admirable achievement of 
certain other members of ‘“‘The Squaw Man’’ Company. Faversham as now 
cast is the most virile and manly Faye"™sham whom we have yet seen—making 
a big, strong, genuinely magnetic fizure Of Jim, refusing to overdo the part at 
any moment, and leaving behind him m4”y of the little carpet tricks that were 
once so dear to him when his stage hor!Zon was limited to the confines of & 
drawing room. It's a pretty perilous q@mand that’s made upon a player of 
Faversham's training, this Wild Wester role grafted’on such a little first-act 
reminiscence of the Faversham of earl!¢r ‘‘society hero’ days, but the demand 
is finely met and the final result is qa new triumph for Faversham. If I’m not 
mistaken, too, it opens the way for much bigger work from him in the future 
than would have been thought possible 4 Season or two ago. 

The work of the supporting players WaS eOmmendable. Julie Opp made a 
very beautiful and lovable Diana Wynnegate, playing the role of a young 
English noblewoman with exquisite dignity. The conventional part of Henry 
Wynnegate, the defaulting cousin for whom Jim Carston sacrificed his own 
good name, was fairly well taken by H. Cooper Cliffe; Kate Pattison Selton was 
an acceptable Lady Elizabeth Wynnegate; the Bishop of Exeter was well 
played by Frank A. Lyon, and the remaining English characters were pre- 
sented with reasonable lifelikeness. In the three acts, whose scenes were laid 
in Wyoming, there was much good charactor work done, notably that by W. 8. 

Hart in the “bad man” roll of ‘“‘Cash’’ Hawkins; Harry Russell as Big Bill, 
foreman of Carston’s ranch, and Emmett Shackelford, Bertram A. Marburgh 
and Mitchell Lewis as cowboys. Taby wana, peace chief of the Utes, was ad- 
mirably played by Theodore Roberts, and there was a good minor plece of 
work done by Frederick Watson as Baco White, the Indian interpreter, 
while the little Hal Carston of Miss Evelyn Wright was a touching bit of 
child portrayal. 

But, as I've already said, Rosabel Morrison’s heartbreaking Nat-U-Rich is 
the big and memorable figure of the play. It’s admirably drawn, played with a 
fine reserve and true emotional touch—and the way the mute, shambling little 
@Squaw-mother of the life promotive ap peals to women is the notable feature 
ef the production. 


“BEDFORD’S HOPE” AT THE GRAND. 


When Lincoln J. Carter got the idea of a race between an express train 
and an automobile as a feature for a thrilling melodrama he first set about 
overcoming the mechanical afd scenic difficulties. When he had done this he 
‘wrote “Bedford’s Hupe,” a play that has the race between the steam engine 
and the gasoline motor car as the finale for the exciting third act. 

The play is much better written than many plays that have been written 
to order or have been prepared for the purpose of exploiting a star or @ 
scenic effect. There are plenty of thrills, plenty of scenes and bits of dia- 
logue that give the audience a chance to applaud, hiss or whistle, according 
as their ideas run, and there is a g00d deal of clean, wholesome fun. 

The race scene is really the reason for the existence of ‘‘Bedford’s Hope,” 
but the two acts that lead up to it are entirely worth wh William Bedford, 
principal owner of the Old Pard mine is in financial str#its. The quarjz vein 
that had been extremely rich had suddenly been lost and for 40 days the miners 
had worked without producing a ‘‘color’’ of gold. Bedford had bought much 
machinery and had given his notes in payment. His enemy, Col. Hooker, had 
bought the notes and hoped thus to get possession of the mine, which he knew 
to‘be valuable, as a shaft he had sunk on neighboring property had shown, 

Before he gets control of his mine he e is forced to surrender the notes by a 
woman who was acquainted with his past. She gives her check for $18,000 in 
part paymént and Bedford learns of this. To get the check back he gives 
Col. Hooker an order on his broker for all his shares of the Old Pard mine, 
valued then at 10 cents a share. Within an hour the vein of quartz ts struck 
again, bigger and richer than ever. Those shares, instead of being worth 10 
cents a piece are worth $1000 each. 

Hooker had started for the broker's office in an adjoining town with the 
order. Bedford writes a second order and his daughter and her sweetheart, an 
English Lord, start after Hooker. 

They miss the train at Plain View, 30 miles from the destination, and 
gee it depart with Col. Hooker on board. Then up comes Bedford's son in an 
@uto recently purchased. The situation is explained, many precious minutes 
being wasted thereby, and the race is on. 

It was all very realistic. The audience that packed the Grand last night 
whooped and cheered. The locomotive and train of cars were moving like 
mad.- A railroad man inthe audience looked at the way the driving wheels 
of the engine were revolving and then muttered: “Jumping catfish! Eighty 
miles an hour.”’ 

The landscape flits by as the auto starts across the stage. The wheels 
of the auto are revolving so rapidly they can hardly ee seen, the machine 
tosses and jumps but Miss Bedford and the English Lord stick to their seats, 
gradualiy draw past the locomotive ang win the race. 

Then there is a final act to arrange for the marriages of the English Lord 
‘and Bedford's daughter, of Bedford's Son and his sister’s friend and of Bedford 
himself and Mrs. Merley. 

The company is much more capable than is usually seen in melodrama 
ang the performance is entirely smooth. ‘The work of Harry 8. Robinson as 
Long Pete and E. M.:Kimball as Judge Fair is particularly praiseworthy. 





“FIRES OF ST. JOHN” AT GARRICK, 

Sudermann is calied the leading uramatist of Germany. We have heard a 
great deal of this “blue-eyed Prussian.”’ He is one of the Meccas to which 
people like James Hunneker make pilgrimages to write very scholarly analyti- 
cal books for those of us who go in for Ibsen, Maeterlinck, Sudermann = and 
Shaw. 

Sunday night we saw one of this wonderful Mr. Sudermann’s plays, our 
first local meeting with it. Miss Ethel Fuller,. who conquered Sardou at 
Suburban Garden a year ago, and at West End Heights last summer, and has 
been panurfg for more, has grranged for us a production of the ‘Fires of St. 
John,’ which she and her cOmpany are playing at the Garrick Theater. An 
interested audience attended the first performance. Some of those present came 
to hear Sudermann ; others to see Miss Fuller. It may safely be sald that the 
former found Sudermann more interesting than Miss Fuller, and that the latter 
found Miss Fuller vastly more interesting than the German Ibsen. So, if both 
elements got what they wanted, it seems superfluous as well as dangerous to 
keep on talking about it beyond the conventionals. 

But all the same, it. is our deep but humble conviction that Miss Ethe} 
Fuller is not an interpreter of Sudermayn, We have seen her take up the 
weapons of Sardou and sweep the field to the last wee doubt of her tremendous- 
ness as an actress. We have seen her Play Cleopatra and flash scorn as Jove 
might have flashed lightning. We have seen her protrude her under jaw and 
make kings stand pale in an atmosph°o®, as crisp and brittle as dry leaves un- 
der foot upon frozen ground. We have seen her terrorize Scarpia with a look 
and kill him beautifully with a knife. 

But with the weapons of Sudermann! From the substance to the shadow, 
and Miss Fuller is undone. She has the same broad field, and she Is the same 
brave and capable woman, but she cannot sweep it of wraiths with a shadow 
swoml. She tried very hard, and we Wanted her‘'to do it, but In the end she 
was not the victorious conquerer of the old Sardou days. The battle of subtle- 
ties was Jost. Action and not suggestion js the forte of Miss Fuller. 

Mr. Fe:aig seemed the only member of the supporting company to catch 
the spirit of the play. His work as M Braver was at times the strongest 
thing in the play, as it was always tite simplest. 


“THE HOUSE OF MYSTERY” AT IMPERIAL. 

Langdon McCormick's new melodrama, ‘‘The House of Mystery,”’ began its 
week at the Imperial yesterday afternoon, It is capably produced, with a 
good company, much attention is paid to mechanical, scenic and light effects, 
and the story told is exciting.

The 
two came in the first inning and there 
the Cubs stopped. He scored a victory, 
2 to 0. Walsh again pitched a marvelous 
game when he won the fifth of the 
series. He worked six innings and gave 
three hits. White relieved Walsh and 
the Cubs made two hits in three in- 
nings. 

White won the sixth game, Sox's 
fourth victory, and but five hits were 
made off his: delivery. White probably 
pitched the greatest ball of his career 
in the last game, especially toward the 
end. Such sluggers as Chance, Stein- 
feldt and Kling care to the bat, des- 
perate men.

Immense Charges of Scalpers. 

There were many scalpers in the jam 
despite the watchfulness of the police. 
Ten dollars, $15 and $20 were paid for 
seats right and left. 

Excursionists were sorely disappoint- 
ed, not excepting those who were will- 
ing to pay dearly for a peep at one 





game. A man stopping at my hotel 
told me that admission cost him $15, 
“but,’’” he said, “I was repaid a hun- 
dredfold."’ All agree that it may be the 
last time that one town will] again see 
two pennants floating over its two 
parks. 

Throughout the Sunday game the en- 
tire park was surrounded with a mass 
of humanity, mostly made up of people 
from the South Side and living within 
walking distance of the park. They 
cheered madly when told of the plays 
by fans shouting over the high fences. 
There seemed to be as much enmity at 
the close of the series between the two 
faction of fans as there naturally 
would be between two cities. I can 
account for no other reason than that 
the South Siders, the American League 
constituency, have no good wil] ‘for 
;the West Siders, and the series gave 
the residents of each an opportunity to 
“josh” one another. The fans showed 
their colors conspicuously and in the 
most laughable manner. A large crowd 
of boys marched about wearing long 
white stockings over their shoes and 
trousers, while others were bedecked 
with small white socks about three 
inches in length. The Cubs’ fans also 
had banners and earried about little 
stuffed cubs, which in most cases were 
white and which led the Sox's rooters 
to remark, ‘‘They’ve got the right color, 
all right.’’ 

Fruitful Telephone Poles. 

Despite every effort made to keep the 
boys from the telephone poles, each pole 
had a dozen or more clinging to the 
sides. Where cables were. stretched 
from one pole to another back of the 
right field bleachers the police had their 
most trying experience of the series. 
rhey would shout to the boys, “You'll 
be electrocuted” or ‘You'll fal] and 
break your neck,” but to no avail, and 
many saw the game straddling a wire. 
Spectators were seated on houses and 
chimney tops three blocks away and I 
saw one man sitting on a large cigar 
sien of “Henry George,” which read ‘‘l 
ani for men.” After the fifth inning he 
disappeared, possibly now a patient at 
some hospital. Standing room on houses 
began at 15 cents a foot, but 
the “common people’ soon took 
on the business methods of their 
common enemies’ and the _ prices 
went up to $1 and $2 a foothold. 
One man was obstinate. Claiming his 
roof would cave in and he would not 
permit his dwelling to be turned into a 
bleacher annex. A man from a neigh- 
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bering house furnished the spectators 
with a leng board and then charged 
them $1 to walk across The obstinate 
man got hold of the board and the 
spectators were caught in a trap. It 
did not take three or fonr long to break 
open the trandoor on the roof and the 
whole lot passed down the attic ladder 
and through the man’s own house. He 
Was helpless against such a mob. The 
Biine started at 2:15, but I am telling 
eisewhere Low it was played and lost 
and describing some of the wonderful 
muys made. 
Fights were Frequent. 

There were many peculiar incidents 
brought about by the intense interest 
and enthusiasm over the series and the 
fights were so numerous that they be- 
tame common.

To the 
last two weeks four teams seemed certain to beat them in the race, To the 
very last instant Cleveland and New York had chances to exceed them to the 
championship. In the final days of the fight well-wishers of the American 
League were hoping that either Cleveland or New York would win because 
they deemed these clubs really stronger and therefore better fitted to represent 
the American in the Inter-league battle for championship of the world than 
the White Sox. That these people may have been mistaken {s not here or 
there. The fact remains that to the last instant Cleveland and New York 
fought tooth and nail with the Sox and we must admit that if the Sox could 
beat the Cubs that Cleveland and New York are also capable of doing so. 

Now we have it. Does not this all prove that at least three teams in the 
American League would win, or have a rare chance of winning, the National 
League pennant? 

It was not until the pitchers went wrong at the fag end of the season 
that the Athletics dropped out of the race. This puts them right up there with 
the Sox. Yankees and Blues. 

Even St. Louis, with a trifle tighter handling—management of Powell and 
a trifle Keener ball in the infleld—could tave been a sharp contender for the 
American League pennant. 

Detroit, a team highly regarded at the beginning of the season, failed be- 
cause of internecine troubles. Yet it is a good club and put New York oyt at 
the last moment. 

In August I said that six clubs of the American League could win the Na- 
tional League pennant. In October. after everything is over, I wish to reiter- 
ate the statement arid go it one better. Seven clubs in the American Leacue. 
and, with a trifle of training in Boston, eight clubs in the American League,
